patents  that  have  become  public  property,  in  consequence  of  the 
failure  of  the  holders  thereof  to  pay  the  fee  re(piired  by  the  statute, 
at  the  end  of  three  vears  fron^  the  issue  of  such  patents. 

The  expenditures ^of  the  office  during  the  year  wei-e  nine  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  uinety-^ix  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents — tiie  re- 
ccipts  twenty-seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  dollai-s  and 
rhirly-two  ceiits:  exce^^s  of  receipts  over  expenditures  seventeen 
thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety  six  dollars  and  ten  cents.  When 
to  this  is  added  the  balance  on  'hand  on  the  1st  of  January,  1864, 
to  wit.  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  twelve  cents, 
it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  now  a  surplus  in  the  treasury,  to  the  credit 
of  the  Patent  Fund,  of  nineteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and  four 
dollars  and  twenty-two  cents.
